DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the claimed method of 
removing internal bones in a fore-end of a split carcass must be shown or the feature(s) 
canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended."

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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Ketels 
(US Patent 5,462,477). 

Ketels teaches a method and device for deboning leg pieces of slaughtered animal, 
including turkeys, cattle, sheep, pigs, other poultry and livestock. More specifically, the 
steps of bringing a transport tool 1 to grip around the free end V of the shank bone, the 
animal is pulled past the cutting tools 23. The cutting tools 23 perform cutting 
operations along the shank bond and the humerus bone. The articulations between the 
at least the shank bone and the humerus bone are maintained and are unbroken. 
Regarding claim 3, the fore-end is support on a transport plane during cutting 
operations. See Figure 1 . In regards to claim 4, the fore-end is flexibly suspended at 
1 1 including the cutting tool by 20. Regarding claim 5, element 20 allows for two cuts 
along opposite side of the shank bone near the free end. 

Conclusion
